EMS PASSENGERS NEAR HOME

Kaiser Wilholm IL Sighted Off

Firo Island at 10.10 O'Olook.

Will Probably Reach Her Dock
During the Afternoon.

The North-Germa- n Lloyd steamer
Kaiser Wllhelm II., from Genoa, and
other Mediterranean ports, which
stopped at the Arores to take on the
first-cabi- n pastengero of the disabled
Ems. of the same line, was sighted off
Fire Island, at 10.10 o'clock this morn-Iti-

She Is expected to reach her dock In
Hoboken, between 2 and 3 o'clock this
afternoon.

The Ems left Southampton for this
port March 18 last. About 900 miles off
the roast of the British Isles she was
sighted by the Bed Star liner Noord-lan-

but nfter that nothing was heard
of her until April 2. when she was
towed into Faynl, Axores, by the Brit-
ish Bteomshlp Wild Flower, with her
propeller framo broken.

All the Ems's passengers were well,
but considerably nervous, because of
their experience in helplessly drifting
about ln a stormy sea for days, and
their friends on both sides of the water
were none the less so, because nothing
had been heard or seen of the Bremen
liner.

The Ems met with her nccldcnt Good
Friday morning, March 23, during a gale
which Increased during the night to a
hurricane.

The next day she signalled the steam-
ship Happahannock. from Newport News
to Liverpool, and her captain agreed to
tow the Ems back to England. The
heavy sea, however, prevented her from
getting near the disabled steamer, and
March 23 she steamed away.

Meanwhile the Ems drifted southward.
March 27 she spoke the Wild Flower,
which towed her to Fayal.

He also procured a ticket for another
man calltd Oennnro, who Is still at
work under an Irish name, in Central
l'arlt.

Dne of these tickets cost the buyers
$2.1, and the other two were bought for
$2U each. There was a partial payment
for the tickets only when they were
bought, the rest of the money bolnu
promised In a few weeks.

The real vendor of the tickets wns not
Ballno. but Giuseppe Satlrlale, of 118

Canal street, a fruit dealer, who hopes
to have Sallno some day for a

Satlrlale has lived In this city for
years. He was formerly employed ln
the Street-Cleanin- g Department. He
was able to sae enough tn establish a
frult-Htnn- d and to maintain his family
In comfortable circumstances.

Ilevllaciuia made bis bargain for a
tlckft with Satlrlale, nlthough his com-
panion dealt directly with Sallno. When
they had obtained the tickets Sallno di-

rected the men to tnke them to the
Arsenal In Central l'ark. There they saw
a man who took the tickets from them
and gave each one a slip of patter ad-

dressed to John McChrlstle, the foremnn
of a gang, which was working In the
pirk at One Hundred and Tenth street,
near Columbus avenue.

Employed ns AVilllnni Mtirrny
llevllacqua says that McChrlstle took

up these slips, nnd having done so. told
the men to come around on Monday for
work. They saw McChrlstle on Satur-
day, March 17.

March 19, llevllacqua went
to work In .McChrlstle's own gang, which
comprised about fifty men, only three or
four of the whole number being llnllans
McChrlstle took Latorelll to foreman
Hlnes, who had charge of another foice
of men In the neighborhood Ills ticket
bore the name of Michael Conway, of IIS
Monroe street, nnd he was put to work
under that name. Iloth foremen were
well aware of the fact that the men were
Italltns.

He snl.l that llevllacqua nnd I.atore'.ll
were peasants .from Ills own home of
Torre dl Nocello, In the Province of
Avelllno, ln ltab They wanted tickets
to work In the lurk, ami applied to him
and In Sallno for Ihein. Sallno under-
took to get the tickets, nnd Satlrlale lent
him in to do He heard Sallno say
that he got the tickets from two men
whom he found In 11 saloon opposite the
new Court-Hous- In Centie street.

Sallno then offered them to llevllacqua
mid Iiiitorelll for $lil each, but he Dually
sold the two for J II.

According to Satlrlale, the men came
to him a few days later and complained
that tickets lust ns good ns the onet
they hud paid him ttj for rnuld be ob-
tained from the 1'ollce Justices for
nothing He told them that the tick-
ets had always cost him money, and If
they wnnted their money back they
must bring hint the tickets, which ho
could sell to other Italians for $S0 each.

Snllnn alo did not deny that he had
sold the tickets, and his story of the
whole transaction tallied with that of
Satlrlale He s ild that he bought the
tickets In the saloon of William Knabe,
at 1S1 Centre street
